Charles  Dodgson  himself  affirmed  that  he  suffered  from  quotation  hunger.  Indeed,  his  letters  are  strewn  with 
quotations  and  paraphrases  from  literature  of  all  ages  and  most  places,  from  the  great  classical  writers  to  the 
third-rank  versifiers  of  his  own  time.  Hundreds  of  quotations  in  Dodgson's  letters  have  by  now  been  identified,  but 
nine  still  defy  all  efforts  to  find  their  origins.  May  I  appeal  to  Society  members  to  cast  their  eyes  over  these 
remaining  puzzles  to  see  if  they  can  solve  them.  The  assistance  of  the  first  person  to  identify  a  quotation  will  be 
gratefully  acknowledged  in  the  forthcoming  edition  of  Dodgson's  letters.

The  Bijuberti  Puppet  Players  presented  an  "Alice  in  Wonderland 
Trilogy"  at  the  Creek  Theater  in  Austin,  Texas,  September  1 1 
and  18.  This  group  is  a  professional  non-profit  organization 
which  presents  various  types  of  theatrical  performances  in  a  small 
theater  in  the  old  section  of  downtown  Austin.  The  "Alice  in 
Wonderland  Trilogy"  was  performed  with  hand  puppets  (de- 
signed after  Tenniel)  by  Linalice  Carey  and  Pat  Fiske,  using  a  pre- 
recorded  sound   track  and   a  traditional  small   fold-up  hand 

puppet  stage.  The  trilogy  is  intended  for  young  children  and  consists  of  three  basic  scenes  which  may  be  described 
as  Pig  and  Pepper,  Humpty  Dumpty,  and  Tweedledum  and  Tweedledee.  Earlier  performances  from  the 
company's  repertory  have  also  included  the  Walrus  and  the  Carpenter,  and  additional  puppets  from  the  Alice 

books  are  in  preparation  for  future  performances.

Composed  by  David  Del  Tredici,  a  member  of  the  music  faculty  of  Boston 
University,  the  music  grew  out  of  a  series  of  pieces  written  over  the  last  eight  years.  It  is  scored  for  an  amplified 
soprano  narrator,  a  solo  concertante  group  of  folk  instruments  and  orchestra.
